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Response to Amendment 

Claims 1, 3, and 7-10 have been amended. Claims 11-20 are added. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments see Remarks, filed 5/15/2006, with respect to claims 1-20 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. Moreh does not expressly disclose an 
application server using an access program layer to negotiate with an application client 
a common security mechanism to be used. The 35 U.S.C. 102(e) rejection of claims 1- 
10 has been withdrawn. 

Affidavit 

The Declaration Under 37 C.F.R. 1.131 is acknowledged; however, it has not 
been considered. In light of Applicants argument, the 35 U.S.C. 102(e) rejection of 
claims 1-10 has been withdrawn. Moreh fails to anticipate the claimed limitations of the 
instant application as currently amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior of arts record fail to disclose "providing an adapter module for the common 
security mechanism, said adapter module mapping one or more parameters of a 
security service implemented by the common security mechanism to said consistent 
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security interface, representing a security mechanism common to said application client 
and said application server, whereby applications running on the one data processing 
node and the another data processing node do not require modification to use different 
security mechanisms" in combination with other claimed limitations featuring a 
consistent security interface representing a security mechanism common to the client 
application and the server application. 

Moreh discloses a protocol proxy that recieves the authentication request from 
the client and translates it into native protocol of the authentication mechanism. The 
protocol proxy next communicates the translated request to the authentication 
mechanism. Upon successful authentication, the protocol proxy receives back from the 
authentication mechanism a response including attributes and access rights of the 
subject. The protocol proxy then creates a name assertion and, optionally, entitlements. 
The protocol proxy translates this into an authentication response that it transmits back 
to the client (page 3, par. 0048) 

Therefore, Moreh does not disclose any interaction between the agent and the 
server application; therefore, it fails to disclose a consistent security interface 
representing a security mechanism common to the client application and the server 
application.
